E. 5,.4iJpear8 & Sons’ hemp hack- 
ling house, on South Main, was the 
scene of exciting times for awhile, 
Wednesda}" morning, when Deputy 
Sheriffs Letton and Burke, Constable 
Joe AVilliams and Jailer Judy appear- 
ed to make several arrests among the 
numerous hacklers. On Monday night, 
in Claysville, William Smith was 
assaulted and actually cut into doll 
rags, from his appearance now, by 
the following colored brothers : Law’- 
sDn Jenkins, Nelson Mason, Sam 
Williams, Chas. Johnson, Jim Gra- 
ham, Geo. Mason and Wm. Crawford, 
each taking a slash at William. 
After the officers made one or two 
arrests at the hemp house the rest of 
the gang began to disappear under 
the hemp, and it was difficult to find 
them. Jailer Judy, however, secured 
a pitchfork and after making several 
lunges with it into the pile of hemp, 
landing at the right spot, every one 
of them crawled from under cover 
and taken to jail. The whole crowd 
of them are Lexington negroes, ex- 
cept Smith, the one so badly disfig- 
ured. 

The defendants bond were fixed at 
$1,000 each, and their examining trial 
set for April 27th before Judge H. C. 
Smith.*

The SidcwalKs. 

The tattention of tlie Mayor and Council is again called to 
Hhe condition of some of the pavements on Main street which 
have not been made to conform to the new grade established in 
! the paving of tliat street. In some places the sidewalks are six 
to ten Indies lower than tlie curbing and pedestrians on Main 
are required to step over these curbings at the crossings of the 
side streets. It is like stretching a wire across the pavements 
to trip passers-by, and any niglit when the lights happen to go 
out some one is liable to fall over tliese mantraps and then the 
city will be defendant in a suit for damages. We said nothing 
about this during the winter because that is not the time to lay 
sidewalks, but these pavements should be ordered relaid now. 
But before doing that, tlie Council should pass an ordinance re- 
quiring all pavements to be laid in cement. We are spending a 
, good deal of money building streets, which is ' all right and 
proper, but not even good streets are so essential to the beauti- 
fying and improvement of a town as good sidewalks. Therefore 
let us take the one step necessary to get good sidewalks liy pass- 
ing an ordinance requiring that all pavements shall be laid in 
cement according to fixed specifications, and tlien order the Main 
i street sidewalks relaid whereever necessary.

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Judge Paynter for the Senate. j 

Judge Thomas Paynter, of the Court 
of Appeals has announced himself as a 
candidate for the United States Senate 
to succeed Senator J. C. S. Blackburn. 
Judge Paynter is a very clever man 
and personally we like him very much, 
but the Democrats of Kentucky are 
not likely to elect him to the highest 
office in their gift, because he is 
clever, as the term is ' used in an 
American sense. They will naturally 
ask: What is his especial fitness and 
qualification for this high position and 
jn what respect would he <idd honor 
and distinction to Kentucky and the 
Democratic party over Joe Blackburn? 
Judge Paynter sei*ved several terms 
in the Lower House of Congress, when 
the Democratic party was in the j 
majority. He was 'not distinguished! 
in the councils of his party at that j 
time. He made no notable speech, j 
ha was in no sense regarded as a | 
leader. In fact so little did he ac- 1 
complish that most of the people of | 
the State outside of his district are i 
unaware that he was ever in Congress. ; 
The truth of the matter is that he oc- 1 
cupied a position of mediocrity in the | 
Kentucky delegation, being clearly i 
outranked by Breckinridge, McCreary, ' 
Montgomerj^ Ellis and Goodnight. i 
When Jo Blackburn ^serv’ed in the | 
House he was easily regarded a con- j 
spicuous leader, and so pronounced j 
was his leadership and ability recog- ’ 
nized that he was only defeated for | 
the Speakership by Sam Randall by a j 
few votes, and these few votes would , 
have been the other way but for the | 
fact that Blackburn was a Confeder- i 
ate soldier. j 

Judge Paynter has served about ten i 
years upon the Appellate bench, yet j 
he is not regarded as a particular | 
shining legal luminar>\ Several of ! 
his asssociates now serving with him, i 
andi who served with him during this | 
first time, ranked far ahead of him 
according to the estimate of the lead- 
ing men of his own profession. j 

In the United States Senate, Black- j 
bum occupies a conspicuous place. | 
He is considered to be one of the I 
leaders on the Democratic side. He I 
has a national reputation and a per- 1 
. sonal popularity unsurpassed by. any 
other Senator of either political party. 
Judging from Judge Paynter’ s record 
in the House and upon the Court of j 
Appeals, it is plainly evident to think- 
ing men that he could not attain 
either the influence or the position 
that Senator Blackburn wields and 
holds. 

As an orator no man in Kentucky 
since the death of Breckinridge can 
be put in the class with Joe Blackburn, 
certainly not Judge Paynter, who in 
this does not rise above mediocrity 
among Kentucky speakers. 

In party service Judge Paynter cer- 
tainly has no claim worthy to be com-r 
pared to those of Kentucky’s senior 
Senator. As far as we know the 
Judge has never raised his voice for 
Democracy outside of his own baili- 
^ wick and is absolutely unknown to the 
rank and file of Democracy in most of 
the State while Joe Blackburn is 
known from Big Sandy to Mills Pond. 
For twenty years he has spoken for 
Democracy in everj' campaign, and he 
is personally known to more Ken- 
tuckians than any other man in the 
State. It should not be forgotten 
that it was Joe Blackburn as late as 
1899, who secured a hearing for Gov. 
Goebel in Western Kentucky, when 
the party was in revolt against the 
Music Hall convention and turned the 
tide, which prevented a disastrous de- 
feat. 

We do not believe that Judge Payn- 
ter would have become a candidate 
for the Senate but^ for the urgency 
and presistency of a certain clique of 
office holders who are bent on accom- 
plishing the defeat of Blackburn, be- 
cause the Senator has dared to oppose 
them and their methods. We are 
sorry indeed that Judge Paynter has 
permitted himself to he put in a cam- 
paign with no real reason in point of 
fitness or party service, why he should 
succeed Senator Blackburn and with 
the only hope of success resting upon 
the ability of the administration to use 
ittie offices and the patronage pertain- 
ingthereto to influence the Legisiature. 
This will be done not for the purpose 
of elevating Kentucky’s reputation in 
the United States Senate, not for the 
purpose of gratifying Judge Paynter’s 
ambition, but for the sole purpose of < 
satisfying the revenge of a lot of small 
politicians. We do not believe that 
the Democracy of Kentucky will coun- 
tenance or give aid to this kind of 
peanut politics. — Elizabethtown News.
